T  HAVE  been  engaged  in  the  Rug  business  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  twenty -three  years. 

Though  housed  permanently  in  one  of  the  most  spacious 
warerooms  in  the  City  of  New  York,  I  have  made  a  practice 
of  holding  yearly  exhibitions  and  auction  sales  of  certain  types 
and  styles  of  rugs,  in  The  Anderson  Galleries.  The  purpose 
of  these  sales  is  not  so  much  the  making  of  profit  as  it  is  to
